| Father of Six Twins. Disappears. 


A coat and vest. in the pockets of which 
were found cards identifying the gar- 
ments as the property of William E. 
Bersch, publicity manager for the North 
Shore Gas company and father of three 
sets of twins, were found on the bank of 
the drainage canal at Bryn Mawr avenue 
yesterday afternoon. 

Bersch left his home in Highland Park 
early yesterday morning. He spenta few 
minutes in his Highland Park office and 
then announced hi» intention of starting 
for Chicago. Since he stepped from the 


office the police have been unable to 


trace his movements. 


Drag for His Body. 

Last night the police of the Summer- 
dale station dragged the canal bottom, 
expecting to bring forth Bersch's body. 
The Highland Park police, too far away 
to assist in the dragging, sperit their time 
evolving an odd theory to account for 
his supposed suicide. 

Bersch, the suburban police believe, 
became mentally deranged through his 
efforts to plan new and effective adver- 
tising stunts, and jumped into the 
canal while out of his mind. 

Some of Bersch's friends have a some- 
what similar but more hopeful theory. 


Suspect Publicity Stunt. 

They, too, belleve he may have be- 
come unbalanced by overwork, but. they 
think he may have concocted a crazy pub- 
licity scheme, left his coat and vest on 
the canal bank in furtherance of it, and 
wandered away. 

Until a couple of weeks ago Bersch was 
manager of the gas company’s Highland 
Park branch, where a large side line of 
was cooking, heating, and lighting appli- 
ances is carried. Bereqh devoted much 
thought to boosting the sale of thése ap- 
mMiances. 

A month ago he sprang an advertising 
coup that attracted to him the attention 
of his superiors, He arranged a re- 
ception” for the gas users of Highland 
Park, with refreshments at the com- 
pany’s expense dnd an address by the 
mayor of the suburb as attractions. 

But Bersch did not depend on these in- 
ducements to draw his crowd. Just after 
dark on “ gas night “a fire started across 
the street from his shop. 

The fire éngines race@ through the 


streets and most of Highland Park turned 
out and followed in their wake. The 
street outside the gas office was crowded 
by the time the firemen discovered they 
had nothing more serious to contend with 
than dying flames in several boxes of 
Fourth of July red fre.“ 

Bersch's reception was a great success. 
The erstwhile fire fans remained to hear 
the mayor talk, to Sample the gas com- 
pany’s refreshments, to examine Bersch’'s 
wares, and to buy. ö 

The story of Berech’s enterprise went 
to headquarters. Charles Boyn‘on, pre- 
ident of the gas company, decided the 
Highland Park job wasn't big enough for 
him and created a new one. Berach, a 
few days later, received a letter inform- 
ing him the company wanted him to run

If Proven Blood Mark, Crime May

Attorney 
Mathews expressed the belief that it was 
a blood stain.

Previous to the inquest the coroner, ac- 
companied by Mayor J. Jones and several 
detectives, went over the scene of the 
crime: Then Jacob Mistich and his broth- 
er, Valentine, were questioned.

It analyzes the formation of the com- 
bine, paying particular attention to the 
circumstances surrounding the acquire- 
ment of the Osborne company and dwells: 
om the huge profits of the concern and the

clared upon one occasion. 


Says Jones Approved Acts. 

The report asserts that Mr. Jones in his 
testimony expressed approval of the 
formation of the company as well as its 
acts and practices after he became a gir 
rector in 1909, It quotes from the pro- 
ceedings in the Harvester dissolution suit 
in the endeavor to show that the prac- 
tices of the corporation subsequent to 
1000 were as much in restraint of trade 
in violation of the Sherman anti-trust law 
as were the practices before that time. 

In the effort to establish the contention’ 
that Mr. Jones acquesced in the continu- 
ation of the monopoly after 1909 the re- 
port states that the profits of the cor- 
poration in 1908 were $4,000,000, in 19098 
$8,000,000, and in 1911 $16,000,000. It is ar- 
gued that tnese enormous profits were 
produced by monopoly practices, and.that 
these policies did not reach their, full 
fruition until several years after Mr, 
Jones became a director. The report also 
deals. with the alleged methods by which 
the harvester company put its competi- 
tors out of business one after another.

* “Not Stock, but Prineiple.“ 
The argument that Mr. Janes had no 
vital interest in the company because he 
holds only one share of stock is met by 
the majority of the committee with the 
contention that the infinitesimal interest 
does not affect the moral principle involyed 
in participating in the maintenance of a 
monopoly in defiance of the law. It, is 
asserted that Mr. Jones is just as much 
to blame in this respect as are the stock- 
holders owning thousands of share. 
Then the report takes up the New Jer- 
sey Zinc company, of which Mr. Jones is 
a director. It states that the appointee 
and his brother participated in forming 
this combination, known as the zinc trust, 
their interest amounting to $900,000, on 
which 50 per cent dividends are paid. g 
The report say» that Mr. Jones in his 
testimony admitted this corporation to 
be’ a trust, for it controls 8 per cent ot 
the output of oxide of zinc, which is large- 
ly°used in the manufacture of paints. 


Holds He Was No Reformer. 

The report criticises Mr. Jones adverae- 
ly for having taken no steps to reform thv 
character of the corporation following 
the decision of the Missouri Supreme 
court ousting the company from that 
state on the ground that it violated the 
anti-trust law. 

It also scores him severely for oppos- 
ing a voluntary dissolution of the com- 
pany, as proposed by Attorney Generali 
Wickersham. He is accused of setting 
hi sown judgment above that of ti of- 
cials charged with enforcement of tae 
laws. 

The majority of the committee says 
that it would be decidedly improper for 
Mr. Jones to assume a federal office while 
he is one of the directors of a company 
charged with violation of the law, 

It is contended that should the pending 
civil suit to dissolve the Harvester gu, 
be decided in favor of the government 
it then would be the duty of the adminis- 
tration to institute criminal prosecutions 
of the directors. In that event it would 
te embarrassing for the administration 
to seek the indictment of a man who isa 
member of the board managing the Dank-; 
ing system. 


Declared Not a Proper Person. 

The report also presents the argument 
that it would be improper for a director 
of the harvester trust, with its ramify- 
ing influences in the financial’ world, to 
oceusly a powerful position in the admin- 
istration of the new nking law.

Whitman Denies Writing Letter.

Companies in Alleged Fishing; 
Combine Face Prosecution, 


Government Attacks Monopoly in 
Restraint of Trade. 


Seattle, Wash., July 15.—The federal 
grand jury today returned indictments 
under we Sherman anti-trust law 
against the member of the so-called hali- 
but trust, which controls most of the 
halibut caught in the north Atlantic, 
north Pacific, and Bering seas, and sold 
in the United States. 

Indictments were returned against the 
Booth Fisheries company of Maryland, 
the Booth Fisheries company of Wash- 
ington, the Chlopeck Fish company of 
Seattle, the International Fisheries com- 
pany, the San Juan Fishing and Packing 
company, the Occidental Fish company, 
A. B. Carpenter, president of the Booth 
Fisheries company of Maryland; W. C. 
Chutter, president of the Booth Fisheries 
company of Washington; William Cal- 
vert Jr., president of the San Juan Fish- 
ing and Packing company, and W. J. 
Maddock, a buyer for the Booth interests. 


Trade Conspiracy Charged. 
The indictments allege conspiracy to 
control and limit the supply and price of 
halibut taken from the waters of the 
north Pacific and north Atlantic oceans 
and Bering sea and shipped through the 
markets of Seattle, Tacoma, Vancouver, 
and Prince Rupert, B. C., and Boston; to 
dontrol the price paid to independent deal- 
ers for fish by making exorbitant and 
unreasonable bids against them; to con- 
trol the distribution of halibut through 
the markets by pretended competition 
against one another; to control prices by 
refraining from good faith competition 
in markets allotted by agreement among 
the indicted firms, and to control the 
markets and prices by Thtimidation and 
coercion of independent dealers. 

The grand jury began its investigation 
here May 12 last under instructions sent 
to United States District Attorney Clay 
Allen by Attorney General Reynolds. 

The Booth Fisheries company has head- 
quarters in Chicago and operates exten- 
sively throughout the middle west, main- 
taining large cold storage warehouses. 


CHICAGO OFFICIALS SILENT. 
Officials at the Chicago headquarters of 
the Booth Fisheries company in the Ma- 
jestic building declined yesterday to make 
any statement concerning the _ indict- 
ments.

WILL EXHIBIT CHECKS. 


Federal investigation of the operations 
of “ get-rich-quick business agents in 
Chicago was. launched formally yester- 
day when John J. (Boss) McLaughlin, 
state representative, and the first con- 
tractor to come into the open with 
charges against the so-called labor 
pirates, told his story to a special grand 
jury. 

The scope of the federal inquiry is lim- 
ited, since only those charges which per- 
tain to the halting of interstate ship- 
ments can be heard, but attachés of the 
United States district attorney's office 
believe sufficient ground exists for a num- 
ber of indictments. 


Gravel Shipments Halted. 
When McLaughiin went into the grand 
jury room to repeat his sensational ac- 
cusations against John Haley and Micn- 
ee) Norris, business agents, he was ac- 
companied by Assistant District Attorney 
Albert L. Hopkins, who is in charge of 
the government's inquiry. 

McLaughlin is said to have testitica 
that interstate shipments of sand ant 
gravel lay idle at his Balmoral avenue 
yards for several days because of a team- 
ater’s strike. That strike, according to 
the original complaint made by the state 
representative to United States District 
Attorney Wilkerson, was called by Nor- 
ris and Haley following his refusal to 
pay further backsheesh to them. 

Boss McLaughlin had a great deal 
to tell the inquisitors—so much that in 
scveral hours he was able only to give 
them a sketchy outline of what he intend- 
ed to testify. When he came from the 
grand jury room he asserted it would 
probably be two weeks before his entire 
story had gone into the records. 


Throws Down Gauntlet. 

It was on June 24 that McLaughlin 
threw down the gauntlet to the labor 
men. On that day, tired, hesaid, of yield- 
ing tribute to the labor pirates,” he 
issued a public statement in which he 
asserted he would name at hast three 
business agents whose srafting opera- 
tions were making them wealthy. 

One of them mentioned by McLaugh- 
lin was George Hammond, business agent 
for the Excavators’ union. That very 
day Hammond was shot and killed by 
Patrick Dignan, a contractor. The same 
day, too, Hammond had called à strike 
on the McLaughlin plant.

COOK book, sold at one. of the 

great vegetarian restaurants in 

London, has the title, Meatiess 

Cookery,’’ and despite the fact 

that it indorses so much that is 
vegetarian, it says: As many people 
confound meatless cooking with vege- 
tarian cooking, it may be as well to em- 
phasize the fact that this is nota vege- 
tarian recipe book, but it does contain 
many vegetarian recipes.

Economical Housekeeping

LETTUCE. STALK SALAD.—" Take 
the stalks from lettuces running to seed 
and tie them in bundles, cutting them 
more or less the same size. Place ina 
saucepan and boil until tender, ten to 
fifteen minutes. Take-out and drain them 
and allow them to get quite cold. Then 
cut up into slices of the same size, place 
in a salad bowl, and cover witha mayon- 
naise sauce.“ 

BEET ROOT AND ' CUCUMBE 
SALAD.—“ Make a center of slices beet 
root and then a ring of the cucumber, 
which should be sliced but not peeled; 
then add a ring of beet root, another of 
cucumber. Cover with mayonnaise 
sauce and decorate with slices of cucum- 
ber and little shapes cut out of beet 
root.“ 

This salad would be more digestible for 
most people if served witn French dress- 
ing. Of course the cucumber should no 
be old if the skin is to be eaten, but, if 
young, it is an excellent idea to eat it.”

LETTUCE SALAD.—*"‘ Choose crigp let - 
tuces, cut off the stalk, and remove the 
outer leaves—when well washed these may 
be used for lettuce purée—tear the let- 
tuce in pieces, on no account cut it, and 
wash it in a bowl of cold water. Place 
it in a clean cloth and swing it round un- 
til dry. . This method of drying by cen- 
trifugal force gets rid of the moisture 
and does not bruise the lettuce. Rub the 
salad bowl with a slice of onion, and, if 
a strong flavor is liked, place half a small 
peeled onion in. the center of the bowl, 
or use a chapon. Mix in the bowl one 
dessertspoonful of the best wine vinegar 
and two tablespoonfuls of oil, and add a 
little salt and a good dusting of freshly 
ground black pepper. Stir the lettuces 
round lightly in the mixture and serve 
This quantity of oil and vinegar is suffi- 
cient for about two medium lettuces, but 
only experience teaches the exact quan- 
tity to use. The leaves should merely 
be coated with dressing, and no remains 
of it should be left in the bottom of the 
bowl, when the salad is mixed.“ 
Garlic should never be added directly 
to a salad, but those who like the flavor 
to be pronounced not only rub the bowl

WILL INDICT MRS, CARMAN? 


Murder Grand Jury Expected 
to Report Today. 


“HOBO” IS STAR WITNESS. 


Saw Kimono Clad Figure Go from 
Back Door to Window, 


Mineola, N. T., July 15.—When the grand 
jury investigating the murder of Mrs. 
Louise Bailey in Freeport on June 30 
and the alleged complicity of Mrs. Flor- 
ence Conklin Carman, adjourned today, 
but three more witnesses remained to be 
heard. District Attorney Smith said he 
believed the inquisitors would dispose of 
the case by noon tomorrow. 

Whether Mrs. Carman will be brought 
from the Nassau county jail to tell her 
story is a problem only the grand jurors 
themselves can solve. Their decision is 
expected tomorrow morning. 

District Attorney Smith stated post- 
tively that he would refuse the physician's 
wife permission to testify, even though 
she should sign a waiver of immunity, as 
she offered to do today through her at- 
torney, George M. Levy. 

The most important witness today was 
Frank J. Farrell, whose story, as lie told 
it to District Attorney Smith, was that 
on the night of June 30, being out of a job 
and hungry, he started for the back door 
of the Carman home to ask for food. He 
was rounding one of the rear corners of 
the house, he said, when he saw a tall 
woman dressed either in a long cloak ora 
kimono come from the back door, go di- 
rectly to a window in what he now knows 
to be the doctor's office, and break the 
Klass. 

Farrell said be did not know whether 
the woman had a revolver or not. If she 
did, he did not see it. Farrell's story 
continued that he heard a shot and quick- 
ly hurried off. 

When he read about the murder tn the 
newspapers, Farrell was quoted as say- 
ing he went to the district attorney. His 
story furnishes corroboration for Cella 
Coleman, a negro maid in the Carman 
‘residence, whose amplified story told yes- 
terday was to the effect that her mistress, 
dressed in a kimono, rushed through the 
kitchen directly after the shot was fired.

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STOP “L” TRAINS 
AT CROSSINGS? 


Public Utilities Body May 
Force Oak Park Line 
to Terms. | 


ROAD FAILS TO ACT. 


An extra twenty minutes may be tacked 
onto the running time of Chicago and 
Oak Park L trains between the loop 
and the western suburb next fall as the 
result of the failure of the road’s receiver 
to file plans for elevation of tracks west 
of the city limits, 


The plans, by order of the Ilinols pub- 
lic utilities commission, were to have been 
med by mdnight last night. Having 
failed to comply, the road will face two 
alternatives in September, 

Hither it must suspend operation of 
trains on surface tracks or trains so op- 
erating must come to à full stop at the 
near side of each crossing. Gilbert Por- 
ter, attorney for Samuel Insull, the re- 
ceiver, estimated that the extra stops 
would consume at least twenty minutes. 


No Elevation Plans. 

“The commission's order against us 
was dated May 6,” said Mr. Porter last 
night. In it we were directed to file 
elevation plans, together with the rules 
and regulations of the road, by July 15. 
The order provided that were the plans 
for elevation not filed trains should be 
brought to a dead stop at each crossing. 
This scheme, however, was not to be put 
into operation until September. 

We filed our rules and regulations 
at Springfield this afternoon, but we 
have not filed and will not file elevation 
plans, 

The receiver believes with the com- 
mission that the tracks should be ele- 
vated. But the $1,500,000 which the 
change would cost is not available. Not 
having the money he cannot well con- 
tract to spend it.” 


Might Be Tieup. 

Had the receiver filed plane for eleva- 
tion, according to Mr. Porter, work would 
not have had to be begun until sixty days 
after approval by the commission. Two 
years was to have been allowed for the 
complete elevation of the roed. 

Commissioner Walter A. Shaw could not 
remember just what provisions were made 
in the order. He said he believed that 
were there to be a clash of authority, the 
commiasion might find its police powers 
eweeping enough to tie up operation of 
the Oak Park L. altogether. 

The attitude of the road's receiver and 
the future actions of the state body. will 
be considered tomorrow, when the com- 
mission will meet at Springfield.

Congressman Made Official 
Candidate for Senate 
Against Sullivan, 


STATEMENT IS ISSUED 


Springfield, II., July 18 — Special. 
Congressman at Large Lawrence B. 
Stringer is the “official” anti-Sullivan 
candidate for the Democratic senatorial 
nomination, 

His candidacy has received the indorse- 
ment of Senator James Hamilton Lewis, 
Gov. Edward F. Dunne, and Mayor Car- 
ter H. Harrison of Chicago. In a signed 
statement, given to the public today. they 
‘advise the lllinocis Democracy te nomi- 
nate him. 

Congressman Stringer, says hie spon- 
gore, “ possesses most prominently the 
qualifications that will gather to his sup- 
port the Democrats of the state who are 
in hearty accord with the principles of 
progressive Democracy as typified in the 
person of President Wilson and Secre- 
tary of State Bryan.” 


Result of Many Conferences. 

Indorsement of Stringer’s candidacy 
ia the culmination of a long series ot con- 
ferences and consultations in Springfield 
and much letter writing on the part of 
officials in Washington, Springfield, and 
Chicago. Informal gatherings of anti- 
Bullivan candidates and their supporters 
and pilgrimages of aspirants to the state 
and national capitais have figured in the 
tions. It required no end of polit- 
| maneuvering to bring about the se- 
lection of the official’ candidate. 

As late as June 1, Gov. Dunne and Sen- 
ator Lewis were undecided as te what 
they would do. Efforts to force them to 
name a candidate for their faction of 
the Democracy elicited nothing more def- 
inite than a statement from the governor 
declaring for the nomination of some 
downstate man. When thet. statement 
was issued, it was ¢ammonly assumed 
that this was as far as the executive 
would go. 


Stringer Helped by Bryan. 

Secretary of State Bryan is credited 
with bringing about the indorsement of 
Stringer. He has insisted all the while 
that the anti-Sulilvan people get together 
on a single candidate and he has regarded 
Stringer as the most available man. Self- 
elimination of several prospective pro- 
gressive Democratic candidates, whose 
ambition embarrassed the administration 
leaders, is likewise credited to Bryan. 
The national administration probably will 
reward the sacrificial spirit shown by 
those who withdraw with substantial rec- 
ogniuion of some sort. 


SULLIVAN MEN REPLY. 

Sullivan's campeign manager declared 
last night that the Dunne-Harrison- 
Lewie ukase would have no effect on the 
present situation. 

Charles Boeschenstein of Edwardsville, 
Democratic national committeeman for 
Illinois and director of the Sullivan cam- 
paign, last night gave out the following 
formal statement:

Ducks Do Not Kill Larva. 
C. D. Velie of Minneapolis writes: 
Within 100 yards of my house at Lake 
Minnetonka I have two artificial ponds, 
one thirty feet in diameter and one ten 
feet in diameter for wild mallard ducks. 
I have several hundred of these 
The water in the ponds is drawn once 
a week. I have understood the 
ducks would destroy the mosquito larvae, 
Is my understanding correct? 
Ducks will not kill the mosqufto larvae. 
The use of an aniline dye would be ef- 
fective in destroyiug the larvae and would 
not harm the water for drinking purposes, 
No. mosquitoes would breed in the pond 
if it is drained completely dry once « 
week 


Joseph L. Pelton of Erie, Pa., gives the 
following as a preventive of mosquite 
bites: “One ounce of epsom salts die- 
solved in a pint of water. Wet the ex- 
posed surfaces of the skin and allow to 
dry on. This leaves an imperceptidie 
powder, which keeps off mosquitoes as 
well as other bugs. It has no odor, and 1 
good for the ekin.”’ 


Pests Hide in Underbrush. 

The Ravina park mosquitoes hide ia 
the shrubbery on the grounds and the 
underbrush outside the grounds during 
the day. Being timid creatures, they de 
not venture forth when the wind is blow- 
ing or during the daytime. When they go’ 
out at night they fight shy of the light. 
They pick out the people who sit in the 
darker places and go after the hands and 
ankles that drop int® the shadows. 
All this has bearing upon the methods te 
be employed in exterminating them. The 
first part of the mosquito campaign is the 
survey of the field, for the purpose of lo- 
eating the breeding places, hiding places, 
and hibernating places. The survey of 
Revinia park has been completed.
